Come what may, England’s duty is plain. 
Gallant Admiral Sir E. H. Seymour clearly 
indicated our mission when, carrying his 
life in his. hands, at the first cry of 
danger from the Chinese capital, he landed from 
his flag-ship, and led the few thousands on the 
road to Peking in the hope of being in the nick 
of time to save the Legations. Admiral Seymour's 
own despatch shows what a determined struggle 
he and his men made to reach the goal before 
overwhelming numbers drove them back to 
Tientsin. Valiant lives were lost; but the 
Chinese were made to suffer severely ere the 
devoted little band retired. succoured seasonably 
from Tientsin. 


* * * * * 


The German Minister to Peking, Baron von 
Ketteler, was, there is now no doubt, most 
foully assassinated on his way to the Tsung-li- 
Yamen; and many of the foreign Legations 
were reported to have been burnt by the Chinese. 
How critical the situation in Peking became for 
the Europeans was made manifest by Sir Robert 
Hart’s transmission of Herr von Bergen’s urgent 
“ Hasten” message to the Commander of the 
European Troops. Germany has our profoundest 
sympathy. The Emperor William has, with 
characteristic energy, acted swiftly. His 
“ mailed fist” will be felt by the instigators if 
not by the actual perpetrators of the cowardly 
and murderous attack upon Baron yon Ketteler. 
The Great Powers have only to work with cordial 


for a Government in China to book. 
Baron von Ketteler's Murder. 


The Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung published 
in Berlin last Monday night the subjoined semi- 
official communiqué, giving the official version of 
the contirmation of Baron von Ketteler’s murder 
received by the Berlin Foreign Office— 

“A space of long doubt and contradictory 
reports is at length followed by a sad clearing up 
of what has taken place. The fmperial German 
Minister, Baron von Ketteler, was torn from his 
horse and murdered as he was riding with an 
interpreter to the Tsung-li-Yamen; the inter- 
preter was wounded, but was able to escape. 

“* Most of the Legations have been burnt down, 

and the remainder of the representatives of the 
Powers, with their staffs, and the small naval 
guards, are, as far as any information is at 
hand, still fighting for their lives, but their 
ammunition is already falling so short that the 
worst must be apprehended as regards their 
fate. - 
“Tt is a terrible piece of news that comes from 
the capital of the Central Empire, and the whole 
of Germany -will receive the news-of the fate of 
the Kaiser's Envoy with sentiments of the greatest 
sympathy and mourning, but also with indig- 
nation.” 

Since the above, which came from the German 
Consul at Chifu, was published, further official 
confirmation reached the Foreign Office (wrote 
the Berlin Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph) 
to the effect that Baron von Ketteler received 
four wounds, and was just able to be carried 
into the Tsung-li-Yamen, where he expired. 
The despatch conveying these details states 
also that the Legations have been totally burnt, 
that the Empress and Emperor have “fled, and 
that 40,000 Chinese stand before the gates of 
the city. 


Flight of the Dowager-Empress, and 
Misrule of Prince Tuan. . 


Authentic messages from Peking (cabled the 
Shanghai Correspondent of the “ Central News ”’ 
last Monday) have been officially disclosed by 
the Chinese authorities this morning. The 
courier bringing these despatches left Peking 
on the morning of June 26. These documents 
were addressed by Yung Lu to the Taotai 
Sheng, and were wired by the courier from 
Pao-Ting-Fu. 

Yung Lu wrote that he, with the Dowager- 
Empress, had been seeking to protect the 
European Ambassadors and the Legations, but 
that- Prince Tuan, the father of the Heir- 
Apparent, usurped the Imperial power on 
June 20. ` 

Yung Lu says that since that day he has been 
powerless. The soldiers have refused to obey 
his orders. He states that Prince Tuan himself 
gave orders for the attack upon the foreigners in 
Peking. 

Prince Tuan, it is said, has sent orders to all 
the Viceroys and Governors in China to drive 
the foreigners into the sea. ‘The Viceroys of 
the Yangtse Valley and in. Southern China, at 
any rate, have agreed together to ignore Prince 
Tuan’s orders. Formal assurances have been 
given by the Chinese authorities at Shanghai 
and in the South that they will co-operate with 
the foreign Powers to maintain peace and restore 
order. - 


Admiral Seymour's Succession of Fights.

10.5 p.m.— 

“ Have returned Tientsin with forces, unable 
to reach Peking by rail. On June 13 two attacks 
on advanced guard made by Boxers repulsed 
with considerable loss to Boxers ; none our side. 

“June 14 Boxers attacked train at Lang-fang 
in large numbers with great determination, but 
were repelled with loss; about 100 killed. Our 
loss five Italians. Same afternoon Boxers 
attacked British guard left to protect Lo-fa 
station. Reinforcements sent back, enemy driven 
off, 100 killed, two of our seamen wounded. 
Guards pushed forward Anting, engaged enemy 
June 13 and 14, inflicting loss 175 ; no casualties 
our side. 

“ Extensive destruction of railway in our front 
having made further advance by rail impossible, 
decided June 16 to return Yang-tsung, where 
proposed to organise advance by river to Peking. 

“After my departure from Lang-fang, two 
trains, left to follow on, were attacked June 18 
by Boxers and Imperial troops from Peking, who

lost 400 to 500 killed ; our casualties six killed, 
forty -eight wounded. These trains joined me 
Yang-tsung same evening. Railway at Yang- 
tsung was found entirely demolished and train 
immovable. Forces short of provisions and 
hampered with wounded, forcing us to withdraw 
on Tientsin, with which there had been no com- 
munication for six days and supplies cut off. 

“June 19.—Wounded and necessaries started 
by boat, forces marching alongside river. 
Opposition experienced during whole course of 
river from nearly every village, rebels when 
defeated in one village retiring on next and 
skilfully retarding advance by occupying well- 
selected positions from which they had to be 
forced, often at the point of the bayonet, in face 
of galling fire difficult to locate. 

“ June 23.—Made night march, arriving at 
daylight opposite Imperial Armoury above 
Tientsin, where, after friendly advances, 
treacherous heavy fire opened while men ex- 
posed on opposite river-bank. Enemy kept in 
check by rifle-fire in front, while position was 
turned by party of marines and seamen under 
Major Johnstone, who rushed and occupied one 
of the salient points, seizing a gun. 

"5 Germans lower down silenced two guns, then 

crossed river, capturing them. Armoury then 
occupied by combined forces; determined 
attempts to retake made same and following 
days unsuccessful. Found immense stores of 
guns, arms, and ammunition of latest pattern. 
Several guns were mounted for our defence, and 
shelled Chinese forts lower down. 
“ Having found ammunition and rice, could 
have held out some days ; but, being hampered 
by a large number of wounded, sent to Tientsin 
to ask for relieving force, which arrived morning 
of June 25. Armoury was evacuated, and forces 
arrived Tientsin June 26. On leaving Armoury 
destroyed it by fire. . Casualties to date—

It is clear, however, that the Russians also 
took prominent part in the succour of Admiral 
Seymour. The Minister of War at St. Peters- 
burg has received the following telegram from 
Vice - Admiral Alexeieff, dated Port Arthur, 
June 27: “ During the night, between the 25th 
aud 26th inst., a detachment, consisting of four 
companies of Russians, under the command of 
Lieutenant=Colonel Scheninsky, and the same 
number of foreigners, relieved Admiral Seymour, 
and brought 200 wounded from his forces to 
Tientsin.” 

Colonel Scheninski arrived at Taku on June 27, 
H and reported that the column which relieved 
Admiral Seymour's force was under Colonel 
Sestelle, of the Russian army, and it was believed 
to be pressing forward to Peking. On June 26 
the British destroyer Fame ascended the river 
Pei-ho some distance beyond Tientsin, and 
examined the Hsinchung Fort. The fort was 
found to be deserted and was destroyed. 

The four Chinese Generals, Nieh, Hung-Ching, 
Yuan-shi-Kai, and Ma, who took part m the 
Japanese War, are stated to be co-operating with 
Prince Tuan.

The Central News man said that the force 
marched by road another five miles, until they 
were almost within touch of the beleaguered 
city. There they fell into an ambuscade. 

They were nearly surrounded by. the enemy. 
All assert that the Imperial troops led the attack 
upon them. 

Retreat was inevitable. The Allies fought 
in the gamest way, and in the most perfect 
order, keeping the Chinese from completely sur- 
rounding them by incessant machine gun and 
rifle fire. 

In the ambuscade the Americans had four 
killed and seven wounded, besides losing a Colt 
gun and some rifles. The Russians Jost more 
heavily still, but their numbers have not yet 
reached here. Finally the men reached Chung- 
liang - Cheng, where they met reinforcements 
coming up to their assistance. 


The First to Enter Tientsin 


were the British and American forces, according 
to Reuter's trusty representative. Having 
silenced the guns in the arsenal, they broke 
through the Chinese lines. The other foreign 
detachments followed close behind.

The 
Russians, Germans, and remaining forces took 
the road along which the Russian and American 
column had been repulsed on June 21. 

This second column came in contact with the 


enemy, whereupon. Lieutenant Waller rein- 
forced it, taking the advanced position. The 


Marines volleyed magnificently. The Chinese 
exploded a mine under the Marines, but, fortu- 
nately, little damage was done beyond some of 
the men being bruised. 

Lieutenant Waller, rejoined by the British, 
attacked the Military College. Im crossing the 
river Private Hunter was killed, Sergeant Taylor 
and Corporal Pedrick were wounded. The column 
charged through the villages near the walled 
city, and entered 'Tientsin in the afternoon. 
The relieving force found an American company |

‘“ The Eighth Division has an enormously diffi- 
cult task, having to hold the line from Ficksburg 
to Winburg, about ninety miles, and it is 
responsible altogether for 2000 square miles of 
country. That Rundle is able to keep the Boers 
from breaking through is marvellous, considering 
the length of the line he holds.”

Colonel Bullock 
refused, and picks and shovels were actively 
employed during twenty minutes’ consequent 
delay. At seven o’clock the enemy opened a 
tremendous rifle-fire from three sides, making 
desperate attempts. to reach the train along the 
ditches and both sides of the rails. 

Major Hobbs was shot through the heart 
early in the action while cheering on his men. 
At ten o’clock the enemy brought big guns to 
bear upon the train and the troops’ crowded 
round; but our fellows were determined to fight 
to the bitter end. The Boers sent a second 
white flag. They were told to go back and fight. 
The battle afterwards raged for four hours round 
the train. The saloon-carriage was wrecked 
with shell, and the engine was riddled by bullets. 

The Boers, wearing khaki and riding Yeomanry 
horses, on, approaching nearly deceived us, 
for we half- believed them to be friends; but 
they gave themselves away by passing in front 
of their own guns. The Boers got’ their field- 
guns within 1600 yards, but fortunately made 
execrable practice. . Their rifle-fire was flurried 
when trying to reach us. Relief arrived from 
Kroonstad at half-past three. 

The correspondent adds: The train from 
Pretoria following ours, with the Duke of West- 
minster carrying Roberts’s despatehes, and Mr. 
Winston Churchill, was shelled back to Roodeval, 
but not hit.

On the Occasion of the Action at 
Koorn Spruit 

o1 March 31, 1900, a British force, including 
two batteries of R.H,A., was retiring from 
Thaba N’chu towards Bloemfontein. The 
enemy had formed an ambush at Koorn Spruit, 
aud before their presence was discovered by the 
main body, had captured the greater portion of 
the baggage column and five out of the six guns 
of the leading battery. 

When the alarm was given, Q Battery, R.H.A., 
was within 300 yards of the spruit. Major 
Phipps-Hornby, who commanded it, at once 
wheeled about and moved off at a gallop under 
a very heavy fire. One gun upset when a wheel- 
horse was shot, and had to be abandoned, together 
with a wagon, the horses of which were killed. 
The remainder of the battery reached a position 
close to some unfinished railway buildings and 
came into action 1150 yards from the Spruit, 
remaining in action until ordered to retire. The 
few remaining gunners, assisted by a number of 
officers and men of a party of Mounted Infantry, 
and directed by Major Phipps-Hornby and Captain 
Humphreys, the only remaining officers of the 
battery, sueceeded in running back four of the 
guns under shelter. One or two of the limbers 
were similarly withdrawn by hand, but the wor 
was most severe and the distance eonsiderable.

HE QUEEN has presented a massive gold cup to 
the City of Dublin in commemoration of her recent 
visit to the Irish capital. It weighs 160 0z., and 
stands 2ft. 3in. in height, the pedestal being of 
black marble inlaid with gold. The depth of the 

cup itself is 18 in., and the circumference of the rim 3ft. 
On one side is a medallion, with the Royal arms, and on 
the other are shown the municipal arms of the City of 
Dublin, with the following inscription: ‘‘ Presented by 
Queen Victoria to the citizens of Dublin asa memento of 
Her Majesty's visit to the Viceregal Lodge, April 1900.” 


The Queen has been graciously pleased to accept a 
platinotype enlargement of a snap-shot of the terrible 
disaster at Slough Station, by Mr. James Andrews, a 
Slough amateur photographer, who was on the spot within 
ten minutes of the dreadful catastrophe. The picture 
shows the débris undisturbed and the rescuers at work.

liners, three are now said to be utter wrecks. The Main, 
the Saale, and the Bremen were totally destroyed, and that 
magnificent vessel, the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, narrowly 
escaped their fate. 


. Details of the Fira do not tend to rob the disaster

| human life -variously estimated at from 200 to 400—are 
added the horrors of inhumanity on the part of the crews of 
some of the tugs, who should have been foremost in saving 
life at all hazards.

The 
postage to. be yrepaid on parcels weighing not more than 
one pound is 2 ., and foreach additional pound or fraction 
of a pound 6d. Such parcels addressed to New South 
Wales, South Australia, Tasmania, or Victoria can be 
insured for any sum not exceeding £20 under the usual 
conditions, but no compensation is given for the loss or 
damage of liquids, semi-liquids, perishable or fragile 
articles. 


The Exchange Telegraph Company’s Corre- 
spondent at Kabul writes, under date June 7: ‘It is 
now definitely settled that the new railway from Peshawur 
to the Khyber, which will be completed in about three 
months time, is to be opened by the Viceroy.

OUNTRYMEN are generally interested in the 
appliances used by the Metropolitan and other fire 
brigades, and it would be to their oredit were all to 
become accustomed to the use of simple appliances 
for the extinction of fires. It must be admitted 

that in most villages there is a brigade, but there are still 
fur too many in which the all-important subject of coping 
with an outbreak of fire receives scant attention. I shudder 
to think what might happen in our hamlet, close on seven 
miles from a brigade station, were there to be a serious 
tire, but, thanks to a fright the villagers had a few months 
ago, the Parish Council is bestirring itself in the matter, 
and possibly, within the next ten years or so, there may 
be a movement towards establishing a brigade. However, 
- what is talked of 
in the village to 
which this note 
refers may be done 
more expeditiously 
in others. For fire 
brigade use it has 
been usual for 
engines to carry a 
hand fire - pump 
without a pail. 
This system un- 
doubtedly works 
well; but the ordi- 
nary fire - bucket 
doés not hold suffi- 
cient water to keep 
the pump going 
without refilling 
for more than a 
few seconds. A 
folding detachable 
canvas cistern has 
now been designed. 
It holds from five 
to six gallons of 
water, and, when 
not in use, can be 
folded and packed 
with the pump. 
The latter is fitted 
with a bayonet- 
joint at the bottom, 
fitting into a socket 
on to a copper 

late. The plate 

as projections for 
the feet when the 
pump is in use, and the canvas bucket is held out by folding 
gun-metal struts and framing. Altogether it is a most 
useful contrivance. 

On Homing Pigeons. 

The first requirement for keeping these birds is a loft, 
or an enclosed place of some kind, from which they can 
obtain access to the outside. There must be only one out- 
let into the open—namely, through a cage, which is usually 
fixed on a small platform. This cage, or trap, has a falling 
door, which can be pulled up by means of a cord, so as to 
shut the birds in when required. In order that other 
birds—those, for instance, that may have been away on a 
journey —may get into the loft when the trap is closed, 
small openings are made at the top of the trap, through 
which the pigeons can drop, but up which the others are 
unable to fly so as to get out. If young birds are stocked, 
it is essential that they should not have seen the outside of 
the loft in which they were hatched. When purchased 
they should be turned loose in the loft that is to be their 
abode, with the trap closed. Plenty of food, water, 
and grit should be given them. When they appear to 
have mude themselves at home, and to be quite accustomed 
to their new surroundings, the trap can be let down gently 
one morning, and the birds allowed to find their way out. 
On no account must they be forced to fly, or be frightened 
in any way. In a short time they will be seen outside. 
When they are used to go in and out freely, and have flown 
sufficiently to have made themselves well acquainted with 
the neighbourhood, they should be made to fly every 
morning and evening before they are fed. After they have 
flown they should: be encouraged to come into the loft 
directly they settle, and they will then retain the habit 
afterwards. A good diet for homers is a mixture of maple

Nectarines and Summer Pinching. 


For clear details on the summer pinching of nectarines, 
anent which a question is asked by a Chorley correspondent, 
one must go to the standard work on ‘ Orchard Houses,” 
written by Mr. T. Rivers. A tree of the usual bush- 
like form—two, three, or four years old—may be potted 
in the autumn. In March its shoots should be 
shortened to about half their length, forming the 
tree into a round. bush. In May it will put forth young 
shoots. As soon as they have made four or five leaves, 
the fourth leaf, with the end of the shoot, must be 
pinched off, leaving three leaves exclusive of the one or two 
small leaves at the base of the shoot, which are without 
buds ; every shoot must thus be operated on. . In eight or 
ten days a fresh crop of shoots will show itself, for from 
the bud at the base of every leaf a shoot will spring 
forth. These, as soon as they are ready, must all be 
pinched down to three leaves, and so on all through 
the summer with every fresh crop of young shoots till 
the end of July; for if the pinching je continued till 
the end of August, a great number of the shoots will 
be a mass of blossom buds, without a terminal shoot 
or leaf bud, and although they may be cut out, and yet 
leave more blossoms than the tree can carry on to a fruiting 
state, it is as well to have most of the spurs with a terminal

shoot or leaf bud. If bush-trees are in very large pots, or 

planted in the bor ‘ers of a large house, and it is desired to 

have them increase more rapidly in size than pinching to 

three leaves will lead to, the pinching should be at the sixth 

and eighth leaf, leaving five or seven in every operation 

instead of three.

THE PARIS TOURNAMENT. 


There are several points in the programme of the late 


Paris Tournament which it is worth while to discuss in the 
light of the completed event. First and foremost, we might 


mention the rule to play drawn games over again. This has | 
proved a rule which the players easily circumvented, though 


16 cost them a good deal of vexation. Take, for instance, 
the last game between Lasker and Tschigorin. Anyone 
knowing what things are could have foretold that the result 
would be a draw. Instead of one draw, the players had to 
make two draws. Then, again, in the game Maroczy y. 
Schlechter, the like result happened, though for different 
reasons. The effect of the rule to play drawn games over 
again is rather hard on the weaker players, as it gives the 
strong players two chances instead of one of beating them; 
but the strongest players -those who playa bold winning 
game, and who very seldom draw—they also have cause 
to complain, because it gives to other strong players 
who are not as enterprising as themselves additional chances 
to beat the weaker players, with whom, otherwise, ‘they 
might have had a number of draws. It is therefore clearly 
evident that the rule of playing drawn games over again 
encourages the very players whom it is sought to dis- 
courage. Thus, both Schlechter and Maroczy have each 
improved their score in the tournament, owing to the rule 
of playing their drawn games over again; whereas players 
like Burn, and others who very seldom draw games, have 
actually suffered loss on the same account. 

Another important point, the publication of games, we 
have referred to before. We may point out, however, that 
as faras we know, nota single game has been published 
in France, owing to the French papers resenting any charge 
being made for publication. The whole matter comes to 
this: chess tournaments do not exist on gate-money, the 
more is the pity. They are sustained entirely by voluntary 
subscriptions.’ Now, a committeereceivingthesesubscriptions 
deliberately places a.prohibitive charge on the publication 
of games, and by so doing almost kills the interest taken in 
a tournament and prevent any general benefit to chess 
arising through publicity. In the name of common- 
sense, we ask, is such a proceeding fair to the subscriber, 
and to the chess public in general?

RURAL LIFE P.S. 


Planting Vegetables. 
Though not so important as fruit-tree planting. there is 
a right and a wrong method of planting vegetables of 
various kinds, says a writer in Gardening Illustrated, and 
it would be well if a little more care were taken in many 
instances. Brassicas of sorts are the most frequently 
transplanted of all vegetable crops, and in almost every 
ease the frequent transplanting does good by hardening the 
plants and keeping a stocky, firm growth. ere are many 


places, however, where this transplanting is carried out 
with very little benefit to the crop, and an instance may be 
given in the way various winter crops, as Brussels sprouts and 
others, are treated. After drawing from the seed-bed or drills 
they are pricked out and left to get strong, in the meantime 
makinga lot of roots. To make these roots of any service they 
should be taken care of, and the plants lifted with good balls

previous to planting with a trowel. Pulling them out and 
planting with a dibber breaks most of the best roots, those 
that are left being crowded into a small round hole made 
by the dibber. Such plants would have been far better off 
had they been thinned out in the drills and planted as soon 
as possible in the permanent quarters. They would also be 
equally forward, as they have only the one check to growth. 
When putting ont plants of the latter description on light 
soil, this should first be well trodden and afterwards fairly 
deep drills should be drawn, these affording a little shade to 
the roots and serving as conduits for whatever water may 
be given. Heavy, close soils rarely need this treading; in 
fact, unless just dug, it will be of little use in dry weather, 
while in wet it would do harm. But the drills may be 
drawn with advantage—not too deeply where the soil is 
very shallow, about 3in. being sufficient anywhere. 


The White Pomeranian Dog. 


In the flood of popularity which has carried toy 
Pomeranians into prominence, the white Pomeranian, 
or original Spitz-dog of Germany, has been thrust into the 
background, and is somewhat in danger of being altogether 
forgotten outside a small cirele of breeders and exhibitors 
who are still faithful to their early choice. One, and, 
perhaps, the chief, reason for this decline in favour of the 
handsome white ‘‘ Pom ” is his delicacy of colour, for in the 
winter a pure white dog with long hair is more or less of a 
charge, and requires a very careful daily grooming and, at 
least, a weekly bath to keep him in sightly condition, and 
where a rather large dog is concerned tubbing is a troublé- 
some process. Some white ‘‘ Poms,” however, manage 
to keep themselves clean in a really wonderful way, 
and this is especially the case when they are in good 
health, for the coat, sharing in the general well- 
doing of the animal upon which it grows, is well charged 
with a natural secretion which makes each individual 
hair stiff and glossy, and enables it to resist dust. A 
lady living in hotels or rooms, or travelling alone, can 
certainly not be advised to adopt a white Pomeranian as a 
pet, though she would find it hard to get a more faithful 
companion and guard; but for anyone who can command 
the services of a man or maid who will administer the 
hebdomadal bath, and ten minutes’ daily brushing with 
a dandy brush, and combing with a wide-toothed metal 
comb, a white ** Pom ” will make a most attractive pet. A 
Pomeranian of about 121b. weight is a very suitable pet, not 
too heayy to be picked up when necessary, and yet large 
enough to take care of itself. 


SENTENCE OF DEATH. 


EFORE Mr. Justice Ridley, on June 27, Alfred 
Highfield, twenty-one, described as a labourer, was 
indicted for the wilful murder of Edith Margaret

to break off the match. On May 13 they met some friends 
and went for à walk, when prisoner cut the deceased's 
throat with à razor. He declared that he knew what he had 
done, and did not care if he had to die for it. ‘Mr. Matthews, 
in an eloquent defence, said the correspondence between 
the parties showed that prisoner had possessed himself of 
the razor with the object of taking his own life, and that, 
acting in a fit of sudden jealousy and madness, on finding 
the girl, whom he so madly loved, was obdurate and woul 
not forgive him, he tried to destroy himself. She inter- 
fered, and so sustained her fatal injuries. The jury were for 
1 considerable time unable to agree on a verdiet, and twice 
returned into court to consult the Judge. Thethird time they 
brought in a verdict of “Guilty,” but recommended the 
prisoner. to mercy on account of the excitement he was in 
it the time, and his previous good character. Mr. Justice 
Ridley said the recommendation to mercy would be for- 
warded to the proper quarter, but he would advise the 
prisoner not to place undue reliance upon it. He then 
passed sentence of death, and the prisoner was removed, 
having made no observation. The High Sheriff has fixed 
Tuesday, July 17, for the execution.
